Hours after Britain's queen came 
home from her journey to the 
four corners of 
the world and 
th ose regions 
where the Un- 
ion Jack flies, 
thousands were 
massed _ before 
Buc kingham 
Palace. Twice 
that night she, 
her husband 
and children 
came to the bal- 


cony. On Sun- | 


day crowds were there all.day — 
cheering her in the morning as 
she left the palace for church... 
hailing her return and standing 
there far into the night. 

I talked about it with a British 
membey of Parliament. ‘‘Corona- 
tion Day,’’ he said, ‘‘was a sol- 
emn manifestation of a mystical 
and intangible link between the 
sovereign and the _ people.”

WASHINGTON, May 21—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's requests for in- 
creases in social security taxes and 
benefits were approved today by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 


The tax rises, effective next Jan. 
1, would range up to $12 a year for 
employes and $18 for the self-em- 
ployed. The maximum is now $72 
for employes and $108 for the self- 
employed. 

Monthly benefits would be in- 
creased at least $5 for a single re- 
tired worker and as much as $31 
for a family. The committee went 
bevond the President's recom- 
mendations in this respect. It 
voted to raise the maximum fam- 
‘ily benefit to $200 instead of $190 
as proposed. The present max- 
imum is $168.75. The minimum is 
$25 


NEEDY AGED

action within a few days after 
the committee reports it. It has not 
yet been taken up in the Senate 
but early approval is planned 
there. 
“In addition to its action on social 
security insurance, the committee 
voted to continue for another year 
the present formula for federal 
contributions to state and local 
governments for public assistance 
(relief) to the. needy aged.

Comes now an item in the news which 
we trust is largely true. 

It is a charge made by the Commu- 
nist-dominated United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America Union 
that General Electric and Westinghouse 
are “running away” to other regions. To 
be sure. the Communist union says those 
regions are nonunion and low-wage.

Chief Jenkins’ Action 
Protects Atlanta Police 


An Atlanta policeman has been ar- 
rested on charges of hijacking a poker 
game. 

At first reading, the story has dis- 
heartening implications. It is discouraging 
to realize that a man whose oath of office 
binds him to enforce the law and protect 
the rights of innocent people might be 
tempted into disgrace for a few dollars. 

Yet there is another side to the matter. 

Applicants for the Atlanta police force 
are screened thoroughly by the city per- 
sonnel board. Then they are investigated 
by seasoned police officers. 

Those who pass are put through an 
intensive training period. Instructors, who 
are graduates of the FBI Academy and 
Northwestern University, observe their 
every action. It has been said that the 
groundwork laid for Atlanta policemen is 
second only to that of the FBI and in some 
phases even goes beyond the require- 
ments of the G-men. 

He must unhesitatingly risk his life if 
the occasion demands. He knows that the 
pay is not in keeping with the demands 
made of the average policeman in the line 
of duty. 

Even on the job, his every activity is 
closely watched in a tightly knit chain of 
command that extends directly to the of- 
fice of Chief Herbert Jenkins. 

Now, as to the case in question: An 
effort could have been made to cover up 
the misconduct. But Chief Jenkins said 
*“No.”’ Let the man charged be put in jail, 
fingerprinted and held until after the 
grand jury has acted. 

This spirit of fair-mindedness, this 
open and above-board discipline, is the 
one thing which is rapidly giving the At- 
lanta Police Department recognition as 
one of the finest law enforcement agencies 
in the country. 

The arrest of a policeman om charges 
of hijacking a poker game is no disgrace 
to the police force. Instead, it is testimony 
to the integrity of Chief Jenkins and the 
fine men who make up his command.

Peace Picture Brightens 
At Geneva Conference 


Because of its fluid nature, and also 
because of Communist cunning, it is not 
possible to place too much confidence: in 
the news out of Geneva.

Did Not Express True Sentiment of Race 


Atlanta—I ask the privilege of 
commenting upon the letter signed 
“A Negro Father.’’ I feel that our 
yroup will concur when I say that 
he by no means expresses the true 
sentiment of our race. 

His mention of the progress of 
his children is no indication of the 
advantages of segregated educa- 
tion. I have four children, all of 
whom have completed high school 
with good records, all receiving 
scholarships to college. 

Three have completed their col- 
lege work and one completing two 
years was drafted and is now serv- 
ing in a nonsegregated unit with a 
good record. Two have completed 
graduate work, one in a nonsegre- 
gated university and the other hav- 
ing a portion of his expenses paid 
hy the taxpayers of our state rath- 
er than to be allowed to attend a 
school here whose curriculum af- 
forded the courses he desired. 

I do not feel that the records 
which they have made have been 
due to the fact that they were con- 
fined to a certain. type of school. 
Rather I feel that they might have 
done better if they had been able to 
feel that they were human beings 
with privileges equal to any others. 

The other writer says in maybe 
200 years the present condition 
may be changed. Can he not real- 
ize the many changes which have 
come about in the short span of his 
life, even? There has been a grad- 
ual realization and acknowledg- 
ment of the fact that there is no 
great racial problem which cannot 
be solved by sound thinking. 

By circumstance, I have been 
able to work and associate on a 
nonsegregated basis most of my 
life and I can say truthfully that it 
has not hurt me or my associates.

But the club’s gift to him, an illuminated globe, ime 


mersed him helplessly in memories of his incredible voyages through 
inner space and prompted him to say a few words. 


Twenty-eight years ago Doollit- 
tle was selling Curtiss fighter 
planes in South America, bucking 
the challenge of German aircraft 
manufacturers and their crack pi- 
lots. It was a livelier day in fly- 
ing. Fliers stayed up late at night 
and did odd things to their kid- 
neys in contrast to tne boyish so- 
bersides who fly today’s trans- 
sonic jets. 

Doolittle tried. a handstand on 
the ledge of a hotel window dur- 
ing the big South American sales 
tour. The stucco ledge collapsed. 
He fell, twisted acrobatically in 
the air, landed on his feet and 
broke both ankles. But there re- 
mained the problem of selling the 
Curtiss fighter. So ne had himself 
lifted into his» plane, ordered that 
his plaster-casted feet be strapped 
to the controls, and flew a German 
riva: into the ground. Then he 
flew across the Andes in his sin- 
gle engine job, knowing that if his 
prop stopped he'd die 

Doolittle said he ieft Argentina 
sooner than he expected and flew 
(he failed to say thut it was an 
awesomely intrepid thing to do) 
over the Mato Grosso of Brazil. 

“IT followed a little railroad line 
for a time, that being the custom 
in those days,’’ he recalled. “The 
practice then was to follow the 
tracks, when possible, come down 
low when you Saw a station. read 
the sign, gain ‘altitude, look at your 
map and decide where you were. 

“Well,” he went on, “there I 
was over this place and finally 
I saw a little shed that was a sta- 


tion. so I took the plane down and 
read the name on the station. It 
said ‘Migitorio.’ 

“IT pulled up and studied my 
map for a long time. There wasn't 
any Migitorio on my map. So I 
flew on and finally there was an- 
other station. So I went down and, 
by gosh, it was named Migitorio, 
too. So were a lot of others before 
I found my way to where I wanted 
to go. 


‘First thing I did after landing 
was spot a Brazilian Air Force of- 
ficer and I said tne maps that 
Brazil gave to pilots were lousy. 
They made no mention of Migi- 
torio. Well, he seemed a bit sur- 
prised for a ‘moment, then he 
said, ‘You were flying from the 
west along this railroad.
